All work of fortification has been completed and no 
further work is being done. Several new groups have been called to 
maneuvers. 
SOMBATHELY 
Approximately five Soviet and Hungarian regiments are located in this 
city and vicinity. Units of the Hungarian 7 and 8 Infantry Divisions 
and of the Hungarian 1 and Soviet 7 Panzer Divisions as well eas of the 
Soviet 1 Light Fest Artillery Division have been observed. Strong 
forces of the Soviet and Hungarian MVD are located here. Maneuvers 
of encerted tank and artillery units and aircraft activities are 
constantly carried out. The city has a division hospital, and it 
has a large depot of deadly war material. There are numerous Sovist 
paratroopers. New Soviet four~motor bombers are located at the 
airport. The new bomber pilot school should soon begin its courses 
as all preliminary preparations have been completed in this respect. . 
Numerous young age groups have been called to maneuvers.

Although the munitions are zmxx varied, thay are 
largely for artillery weapons. Tank cars containing gasoline (benzine) 
pass by daily, and some stop at the station for a greater length of 
time. Bunkers are being constructed around the railroad station and 

on roads leading to the Austrian border. Some of the men here belong 


to the international partizen prigade. 
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A new unit of Hungarian border guards has recently arrived. /Hungerian 


company whirk is stationed here.

Government authorities are the 
cause of much terror which has recently been increased. There are 
constant rumors of an attack on Yugoslavia, of overthrowing Tito, 
and establishing a new Yugoslev government. The population expects
